The only person of this name known to the British Embassy (3/22/41) is reported 
hy Miss MeGeachy to be a Swiss not the former firector of KT&CCo. Other persons and 
xorps not on blacklist because of blanket blacklisting of all Germans and 
German corps. 

Patent office records show 4 patents to Amann, thre of which were assigned to 
ferzxkHit Chemische Fabrik Dr. Kurt Albert A.O. , the other to IfcHCo. ( cit. 

A-20,72 ; H 122, 444.) These records show that^Amann was in the US at le^st once, 
because there is a paper executed hy him In Q,ueens, N.Y. , 2/30/25. 

Patent records show that Amann and Fonrobert, co-patentor, lived in Wiesbaden, Ger, 
that Chem. Fab. Dr. Kurt Albert A.G. is in Amoneburg, in Biebrich, a/Rhine.

There is what seams to be a peculiar assignment of patents between R&H and 
Ajax Metal Cirp, hoth of Phi la., in 1933: H64-60, R&K assigned to Ajax 
(I 144, 683), The next day Ajax registered the assignment of license rights 
back to R&H ("non-exciusiva, non-assignable? for R&H and affiliated organ- 
izations)

1/18/2? ( which would indicate a prior arrangement because of the time 
required, as reflected in other deals), of a patent by A,ann and Fonrobert, 
assignor Chemisehe Fabriken Dr. Kurt Albert A.G. Chem.
